LILO - "PISTACHE" 


Lilo first exploded into stardom on this continent with the 
lead role of Pistache in the Broadway production of Cole Porter's 
"Can-Can"—the same part we'll see her in tonight. Long before 
that, though, this brown-eyed, blonde chaunteuse had achieved 
renown in her native France. Her Broadway debut followed eight 
smash hits in succession on the Paris stage. During the run of 
her last show in Paris, "Le Chanteur de Mexico", Lilo was 
seen by the co-producer of "Can-Can", Cy Feurer. Two months 
after he had returned to the United States, Lilo received a cable 
from him that led to a contract. "Can-Can" opened on Broadway, 
May 7, 1953, and the next morning Lilo was the toast of 
New York. 

Lib's road to stardom has been a well defined one. She 
made her professional debut at the age of nine as a member 
of the Corps de Ballet of the Chatelet Theatre in Paris. From 
there, she joined a modern dance group at the ABC Theatre in 
Paris, the most famous variety theatre in France. In short order 


she became emcee of the theatre and presided over every major 
variety show there for the next six years. She was chosen for 
her first role in a musical comedy—with Georges Gretory— 
shortly afterwards. 

Following her rise in musical comedy in Paris and her sub¬ 
sequent New York role, Lilo became equally at home on stages 
throughout the United States. In addition to numerous night¬ 
club engagements, she appeared as a guest star on major U.S. 
television variety shows and recorded the album "C'est Magni- 
fique" for MGM records. 

With "Can-Can", Lilo set the record of being the first 
French performer, either male or female, to star on Broadway 
for 912 performances. As La Mom Pistache, the curvaceous 
laundress turned can-can dancer, she was a natural. Tonight she 
will re-create that role. We're proud to have her with us!
